Evidence Indicated that Pcron had Indeed, 
given Army Minister General Lucero respon-. 
Blblllty for Argentina's security. The general 
also became head of all the armed forces, a 
post normally held by Pcron. 

But Lucero did not keep these powers. "What 
the outside world docs not know la.whothcr 
tho army extracted any sort of 'price for re- 
turning them to Peron. 

It Is always possible, of course, that tho 
appearances are illusory,' and that Pcron's 
status never was In serious Jeopardy once 
the revolt had been crushed. 

But If 'this Is not so, then- there Is some 
sense in tho thought that the army might, 
hove gained concessions from Peron. But It Is 
Gtgnlflcant that he did not Illl cabinet vacan- 
cies with army men. It Is reported that the, . 
army hopes to get rid of him, but wants to 
do It gradually. 

One notes first off that since thfl revolt 
Peron has toned down his bitter attacks on 
tho~CatliolIc"church7^o says-noiidaj^tho- 
government will protect all chur^RSfop- 
—crty.- And thoro arc reports that, eome kind 
of agreement between church and state may 
bs drafted. 

Most Argentinians are Catholics, and the 
signs suggest strongly that Pcron's antt- 
1 Catholic campaign Was not popular. The 
1 rebels timed their uprising to coincide with 
what they Judged was a restleis mood among 
the people. 

Even before tho mid-June revolt. Jt was 
being widely predicted 'that Pcron had over- 
reached himself In trying to cripple the power 
— of -thC'CathoUo-chucch.
